Explosion ill a Ulliu. 


PnrsBoao, Pa., April 11—An Eliza- 


beth , Pa., dispatch says that a fire damp 
explosion occurred in the Woods mine, 
this morning, at 5 o'clock, killing two 
men and seriously injuring a number of 
others. 


Shortly after 5 o'clock this morning an 


explosion of tire damp occurred in the 
coal mine of John A. Wood & Sons, near 
here, killing two men instantly and in- 
juring several others. The dead bodies 
of James Painter and James Stevenson 
have bcou brought out of the mine, 
and are horribly burned and blackened. 


They went to work at 5 o'clock, and 


just reached the point where they were 
to work when the explosion occurred, 
the fire damp igniting from then- lamps. 
It was at first thought many others were 
in that part of the mine and had perished, 
but it is now certain they were the only 
ones killed. William Kent was 500 yards 
from the explosion and was severely in- 
jured by being violently thrown down. 
Workman Simons, who was a halt-mile 
away, was struck on the head by a flying 
brick aud sustained serious injuries. 
A 


number of others were cut aud bruised 
by flying debris. 


Willing workmen have been at-the 


scene all morning, but thoir labors wew 
interfered with by foul gasses and they 
had only succeeded at noon in reaching 
the bodies. Both victims were young 
men of family. Boys playing in the 
mine yesterday are supposed to have left 
the trap door open, which allowed the 
collection of the fatal gas. The explo- 
sion fortunately occurred when but few 
men had gone to work, else the loss of 
life must have been great.

Also a memorial from 
the board of trade at Alberquerue, New 
Mexico, complaining of certain acts of 
territorial legislation and praying for 
their annulment. 


Sherman introduced a bill authorizing 


the president to appoint and retire John 
C. Fremont as major general of the 
United States army. 


In the house, Turner, of Kentucky, 


introduced a bill to equalize taxation. 
It recites that bondholders and million- 
aires have paid no tax on incomes to 
support the federal government for over 
twenty years; that taxation should be 
justly imposed, and that there should be 
no favored class, and it enacts that an 
income of three per cent, on over 85,000, 
five per cent on over $10,000 and ten per 
cent, on over $100,000 sha 11 be levied 
and collected.
